grass idle and eroding lands, Buf­ 
falo grass It'd the list. 
But the seed is difficult to har­ 
vest and low in germination. It is 
found only on female plants which 
may predominate in some areas. 
In other areas, most of the plants 
may be male. 
The 
seed 
grows 
close to the ground, down among 
the curly leaves. Harvesting with 
grass seed strippers, or by cutting 
and threshing later, is out of the 
question. 
This new suction machine, de­ 
veloped by Kansas men 
at 
the 
State college and the experiment 
station at Hays, has collected as 
high as 95 per cent of the seed, or 
an average collection in 35 tests 
of about 64 per cent. 
The collecting 
nozzle 
in 
the 
most successful models is about 6 
feet long and 4 inches 
wide. 
A 
light chain dragging ahead of the 
nozzle loosens the seed from the 
stems or from the dirt where it 
may be slightly imbedded. 
Best 
results are 
obtained 
when 
the 
grass is closely clipped before the 
seed is collected. 
The most seed 
can be collected in the late sum­ 
mer or fall. 
Buffalo grass also may be pro­ 
pagated vegetatively by scattering 
pieces of sod. Stolons or runners 
reach out and fasten themselves 
with rootlets at the nodes. Experi­ 
ments at Hays show that 4-inch 
cubes of buffalo grass spaced 3 
feet apart cover the intervening 
spaces in three seasons, if rain­ 
fall is up to average.

HEAT THEM GENTLY 


Low heat is the rule in cooking 
eggs b ecause eggs are 
a protein 
food. High 
tem peratures 
harden 
most 
proteins.

m ental principle of cookery, says 
specialists of the Bureau of Home 
Economics, applies to eggs, meats, 
cheese, and fish.
